TAX REDUCTION MIRAGE 
A “feeler” has been put out in Washington 
to the effect that taxes will be reduced next 
year, and there will be more hints of this sort 
to build up the general impression that lower 
taxes are inevitable and it is merely a coinci­ 
dence that next year is an election year. The 
populace is to be sold on the idea that lower­ 
ing taxes next year will not be an act of the 
utmost irresponsibility. 
But the reduction will be so minute that it 
will probably result in IO or 20 cents more 
take-home pay for the average wage-earner. 
With government outlays increasing, no real 
tax reduction is in the cards, only the illusion 
of lower taxes. 
In fact, lower taxes next year or for at 
least several years are a mirage that will con­ 
tinue to tantalize the taxpayers. If there is a 
reduction of a few cents in federal taxes, 
state and local taxes will increase sufficiently 
to more than wipe out the reduction. The av­ 
erage American will pay more in taxes next 
year than this, and more the following year 
than in 1956. 
Taxes are not in the same category as the 
national debt, which was once described by a 
rabid spender as something “we owe to our­ 
selves.” Taxes are owed to the tax collector, 
and he has a heart of stone. But columns up­ 
on columns of space in the newspapers will 
be devoted to the subject of “tax reduction” 
in the immediate future, and unless the 
American public is less gullible than politi­ 
cians give it credit for being, a segment 
thereof will swallow the bait.

WASHINGTON 
— Millions of workers are in­ 
volved in the wrestling match between the Eisenhow­ 
er administration and some Senate Democrats over 
the meaning of words. 
The words involve a boost in the minimum wage 
and its extension to workers not now covered In spite 
of the talk and the words, there’s a good chance there 
will be no increase. 
About 24 million workers in businesses which deal 
across state lines — such as factories producing 
goods shipped in interstate commerce — are covered 
by the federal minimum wage law. It requires that 
they be paid at least 75 cents an hour. 
Another 20 million people working for wages and 
salaries are not covered. This group includes farm 
workers, such people as small grocery store clerks, 
employes of banks, and people employed by theater, 
grocery, hotel and movie theater chains, and em­ 
ployed in 5-and 10-cent store chains. 
In his Jan. 6 State of the Union message President 
Eisenhower said of the minimum wage: “I recom­ 
mend its increase to 90 cents an hour. I also recom­ 
mend that many others, at present excluded, be giv­ 
en protection of the minimum wage.’’ 
Congress set the present minimum of 75 cents an 
hour in 1950. Since then living costs have gone up 
about 15 per cent. 
The big labor organizations want the minimum set 
at $1.25. The administration sticks to 90 cents. A 
boost from 75 to 90 cents would mean an automatic 
raise for about one million manufacturing employes 
in the South, and 300,000 others. 
Just how many of those 20 million uncovered work­ 
ers did Eisenhower want brought under the protec­ 
tion of the law with a 90 cent minimum wage? 
He had left it “many others’* in his message. But 
on April 14 Secretary of Labor Mitchell went before 
the Senate Labor Committee to explain the admin­ 
istration’s views. The committee is considering a bill 
to boost the minimum. 
Mitchell said he knew of no “sound reason’’ why 
the minimum wage should not be extended to em­ 
ployes of interstate chain stoa res, interstate hotels 
and motion picture chains, and some other workers 
They’d total about two million. 
Sen. Douglas (D-Ill.) a committee member, said 
he took this to mean the administration was recom­ 
mending those two million employes be brought un­ 
der the law. 
Then the wrestling began. 
Douglas says the administration is “weaseling.” 
Mitchell says now the administration wants mini­ 
mum wage coverage “extended to millions more 
Americans.” 
How many millions exactly? That’s up to Congress 
to decide, Mitchell says. He says he hopes the issue 
of expanded coverage will not be “obscured by quib 
bling about words.” 
Before it quits in midsummer, the Senate may pass 
some kind of minimum wage bill.

FOUNTAINHEADS OF RELIGIOUS FREEDOM 


The Unitarian movement was founded by men who gave the 
best they had in service of conscience and conviction. They were 
the fountainheads of religious freedom. 
A Spaniard, Michael Servetus in 1534 called for the free use 
of the human mind in matters of religious belief. In Poland, Fau­ 
stus Socinus led a religious movement based on freedom, reason 
and tolerance. In the same century, Francis David in Transylvania 
influenced his King to issue the first edict of religious freedom 
and toleration in western history. These men blazed the trail over 
which the concept of religious liberty eventually reached its en* 
shrinemnt as one of the great ideals of w'estem democracy. 
In America, in 1819, William Ellery Channing placed great 
stress on reasoning powers and living experience as the authority 
for liberal thought. Ralph Waldo Emerson pointed out that relig­ 
ious truth resides in the intuition of man, and affirmed that Chris* 
tianty is but one of many founts through which flow the vital 
stream of relgion. In 1841, Theodore Parker firmly anchored relig­ 
ion to the natural world, saying that the teachings of Jesus are 
part of the natural world, and depend on no super natural author­ 
ity. 
Through all its 400 years, the spirit that has animated Unitar­ 
ianism at its best is described in the words of W. C. Gannett: 
“AU the names that divided “ religion” are to us of little con­ 
sequence compared to religion itself. Whoever loves Truth and 
lives the Good is, in a broad sense, of our religious fellowship: 
whoever loves the one or lives the other better than ourselves is 
our teacher, whatever church or age he may belong to.”
